As  you  ai'c  ()l)li^('(l  to  Unw  Ottawa  soon  1  take  tins  ojipoi'tiniity  of 
saying'  that  there  is  a  i;-oo<l  pro.spect  of  legislation  hy  the  Federal  Fai-lia- 
ineiit  (lurinii-  tliis  session,  which  will  almost,  if  not  entirely,  n^niove  tlie 
reasons  foi-  the  exerci.se  of  the  power  of  di.sallowaiu'e  of  youi-  Provincial 
Ieu;islation  with  regard  to  railway.s. 

Meanwhile  1  woidd  remind  you  that  the  policy  which  has  lieen  pur- 
sued in  the  past  has,  as  statcil  iiy  Sii-  Charles  'ru])per  and  the  Ministei' 
of  the  Intei-ioi',  lieen  a.ssumed  to  he  a  tem])oi'ary  one.  justified  in  the  tirst 
]ilace  hy  the  necessity  of  .seciu-iny'  the  construction  of  an  all  rail  naite 
throuu'li  Canadian  territory,  and  in  the  second  place  of  protecting'  th- 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  for  a  reasonalile  ])eriod  and  until  tlie  traffic  rc- 
soui'Ci  s  of  Manitolia  and  the  teri'itories  had  lieen  sufficiently  de\flopcd. 

Tin  yreat  and  unexpected  liai'xcst  of  last  season  and  the  increa.sed 
area  pr<i))osed  to  he  sown  this  year  pi'ove  that  additional  facilities  foi-  the 
transport  eastward  of  the  a^i'icultui'al  products  of  the  Northwest  will  he 
i'e(|uii'ed,  and  while  1  lia\c  reason  to  hcliexc  that  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Kailway  Company  will  make  iaryc  expenditui'es  to  enalile  it  to  handle 
this  inci'eased  traffic,  the  administration  will  not  advi.sc  the  disallowance 
of  a  hill  similai- in  princi[)le  to  the  Act  foi'  the  construction  of  the  lu'd 
Uisei'  Valley  Pailway.
